D U T Y 


The bodies of at least 25 men from the Jacksonville area! 
who lost their lives in foreign countries during World W a r II 
have been returned during the last year for final burial. 
In 
each instance full military services were conducted at the 
graveside. Members of the American Legion, Veterans of' 
Foreign Wars and Amvets combined forces to provide an im- 
oressive ritual at each reburial. It is of the post-war service of: 
these veterans who are never too busy to officiate at the grave' 
of a fallen comrade that we wish to speak. 


Each veteran who helps to make up the contingent of 15 
or more men devotes from two to four hours in attendance at 
a military reburial. Occasionally as many as three such serv- 
ices are held in this community within one week. All veterans; 
composing the military squad volunteer their time and serv 
ices. They leave offices, stores, farms and factories to assist j 
with the solemn duty of extending final tribute to their com- 
rades who paid the supreme sacrifice. 


Many who have witnessed the ritual at the graves of vet-^ 
srans comment on its impressiveness. The service is conducted 
by a commander and chaplain, color guard, color bearers, 
firing squad and buglers. Officers of the three veterans' or-; 
conizations rotate in officiating at services. M a n y of the men : 
/vno participate in reburials are the same Families of deceased 
/eterans find the presence and assistance of these men com-; 
forting. Bereaved families may derive some solace from the! 
knowledge that the remains of their sons are escorted to their 
final resting place by their comrades. 


From 25 to 50 more reburials will take place in the Jack-! 
sonville area within t-he next two years. Each service will find; 
veterans ready to donate time to attend funerals and conduct, 
rituals. They know that any inconvenience they may experience 
is trivial when they assemble to pay homage to one who sacri- 
ficed his life for his country.

Judge Henry W. Goddard said he 
based his findings on a U. S. Su- 
preme Court ruling in 1922 in a case

hall. That ruling held that baseball 
"then was not engaged in trade or 
commerce under the Sherman Act.

baseman of the New York Giants in 
the National league.

- sd the club in 1946 to play with 
other players from the U. S. in the 
Mexican league. 


He was suspended for five years 
by Commissioner A. B. Chandler.
